May it Please Your Grace, 

At the lapse of another year the duty devolves on us of sub- 
luitting, for youi- Grace’s information, our Twenty-seventh Annual 
Parliamentary Report in regard to the insane of this country, and 
the extent and nature of accommodation provided for them. ^ In 
doing so, for the better elucidation of the objects w'e have in view, 
us on previous similar occasions, a summary is annexed of returns 
compiled by us, shewing how the accommodated portion of the 
lunatics under our care and .supervision — both as Inspectors of 
Asylums, and with the Cliairman of the Board of Public Works 
and his colleague, as joint Commissioner.s of Control, was 
respectively located on the 31st December, 1876, and on the 
same date in 1877.

The diflerence between the accommodated insane of all olisw 
would appear from the preceding data to be limited as betw™ 
the two periods to 257, the excess being in 1877 conimiW 
on the existing census of Ireland, namely 5 419 000* tl 
sane would be to the insane at present in the’’ ratio ol' 
420 to one in the general population. There is, however an 
important element of consideration, not to be over-looked in 
regard to the prevalence of mental affections— namely, the reputed 
insane at hu-ge ; who, according to returns obtained ’ recently bv 
the Lunacy Inquiry Commissioners, amount under aU denomina- 
tions to 6.626, a figure almost nlentical with the oneawived at hv 
us m 1876, and composed of 986 lunatics proper, 4,408 idiots anil 
imbeciles, and 1,232 epileptics. This total, oaloulated as in the 
preceding ease, would be proportionally as 817 to one in the 
community at large. It should, however, be borne in mind that 
these returns, made out on both oooa,sioiis by the Constabulary 
ill then vaiious districts notwithstaiidiug* the careful manner 
in which they were prepared— cannot be accepted as conelusive 
as the Collectors. though otherwise highly intelligent, must, from 
then nou-piofessioiial character, have relied in great measure on 
hearsay or ooiiimon report. 

Stm, being indioative of the diffusion of mental disease in one 
torni or other through society, but particularly among the hunihlev 
country, the i-eturns in question are valuable 
At the same time, the fact should not bo lost sight of that in the 
aggregate of 6,626 just noted, there are very many persons who,

asylum districts, of the insane at large, by name, 
wijJi the nature of their maladies, so as to compare thein with 
those we have otherwise obtained. . Of 6,626 at large, and of al! 
^ades, 1,964 are set down as. belonging to the middle and upper 
classes, leaving only 4,662, who undei’, any circumstances, could 
become chargeable to the puUic rates. , 

-it the close of 1876, 8,073 patients were located in district 
asyJums, during the subsequent year, or that immediately under 
review, 2,314 were admitted, thus between both sexes 10,387 
have been under treatment within the- twelvemonth. Of these 
^’^1 oLn***’’ males, and 508 females, were discharged cured; 
and 249— or 138 males and 111 females, improved; oonstituting 
between both categories a total of 1,325, -or a per-eentage of 
beneficial results on admissions of 57 — ■which may be fairly regai'ded 
as most satisfactory. 49 — 34' men and 15 women, were removed 
tranquil but incurable. . * * ’ •

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of suicide by a ■nroman, on which a coroner’s inquest was duly Isiroduo- 
helcl and an exonerating verdict returned. Estimated oh the total . 
under treatment, the mortality of last year would be S per cent.' ; 
by 'far,' however, the greatest death-rate, almost double that' else- 
where, was in the Cork and Dublin Asylums, which contained a 
very jarge proportion of physically infirm aud aged inmate.s. 

Seven- escapes were effected by convalescents, and two' by inalin- 
vering patients, the latter wore very soon after arrested for 
larceny, and sent to prison. Thus there remained in district 
asylums on the 31st December-, .1877, 8,183 inmates, 4,393 being 
of the male, and 3,790 of the female sex. 

'With reference to admissions, 2,314 during the year 1877, Admissions. 
1,924 of them were cases of a first attack, arrd 390 relapses. Irr 
the preceding twelvemonth a very proximate total, or 2,344 was 
registered within the same period. The rrumber received into 
private licensed houses bore a close proportion, being respectively 
174 and 186. 

So far their as tire more authontio statistics of insanity in this Katio of 
country sustain an opinion, and which on other grounds 
apprehend to be correct, lunacy is not so progressive in it as it 
is regarded to be in other portions of the United Kingdom. 

Adverting in another form to the ratio of insanity, as annually 
disclosed by the data before us, and being disposed to think that 
as a generrd rule recent and well marked oases of the disorder- 
find admittance into asylums— in fact, when presented, they 
are never refused — it may be proximately assumed that one 
individual in about 2,150 of the population is primarily attacked 
each year- by mental disease, and as the recoveries or improve- 
ments justifying a discharge, and which occur at indefinite period.? 

I'anging from mouths even to years, may be estimated at neai-ly 70 
per cent. ; 24 would thus continue to be uncured ; hence asylum.s — 
waking aU due allowance for tho.se who may die in them, or may 
be taken home by their friends — must necessarily become over- 
crowded in the progress of a generation. It cannot then be a matter 
of ,sui-prise if three-fourths of the inmates now in public asylums 
throughout the United Kingdom should be classified under the head 
of but who, nevertheless, with perhaps the exception of 

five or six in every hundred, hopeless, aged, and for the most part 
in their dotage, require continuous supervision ; but especially 
individuals who, no matter- how useful they are, or how orderly and 
tranquil they may appear, had exhibited suicidal tendencies qr- 
animosity to others ; of whom, on looking to the grounds of their- 
admissioir and previous symptoms we have at a moderate com- 
putation, from twelve to fourteen hundred resident in our- various 
a^lums. 

Last year, as in preceding ones, considerably more than one 
half of the admissions — 710 males, arrd. 621 females, was effected 
through magisterial warrants, under the SO and 31 y., cap. 118 ; 
the patients, not rrnfrequently, advanced in life, and it is regretable 
to add, occasionally in the last stage of existence, and conveyed 
by a police escort from thirty to forty miles.

We apprehend, however, ■ from 
personal inquiries, that, as oocurs in bodily ailments, after a lapse 
of a fourth generation, the joredtsposition to insanity, save in very 
exceptional instances, notably declines. Under the head, for ex- 
ample, of first cousins, we find 141 ; of second, 113 ; and of a total 
of more distant connexions, only GO. 

As to intemperance and irreguUuity of life, wliich would seem Imcmr«»nce. 
to be three-fold gi-eator among males than females, on the aggregate 
of 093 patients whose insanity is entered as referable to their oom- 
biuod influences in one of the adjoined tables, it is difficult to 
say how much of it can be absolutely attributed to drunkenness ; 
dissipation, and a continued indulgence in alcoholic drinks run 
so closely into each , other as cause and effect — both leading fi'oni 
vice to crime. From our own personal observation, w'e question 
ivhotlier genuine lunacy, or iliat .standing the legal, and, as a rule, 
the proper test of delusion, is so largely the result of intemperance 
as is considered ; no doubt, as an exciting cause, when a predis- 
])osition to mental disorder exists, intemperance is one of the most 
])ressing, and if indulged in by patients after recovery, certain to 
|iroduce relapses. The specific disease of delirium tremens, mi- 
Icnown almost amongst the most depraved of women, is more 
properly the consequence of confirmed drunkenness with men, 

■while common to both sexc.s, ■whose off-spring may be doomed to 
the ])enalty of idiotcy, e])ilepsyi physical malformations, are 
IjaraJysis, and fatuity- — individuals of either sex so affected and 
too frequently received into asylums entail an extra charge on the 
community, and occupy bed.s that might be much better engaged. 

With respect to the local maiiagemeut of district asylums in l-ncal 
Ihis country, placed under the immediate control of noblemen 
and gentlemen of position and education, capable, from experience, 
of appreciating the peculiar wants of the insane, and, as a body, 
cvell disposed to meet them, we feel justified in reporting favour- 
ably both in regard to the professional care bestowed on their 
inmates, and the domestic arrangements for their oomfort and well- 
Ijcing. Our inspection of these institutions at irregular dates, arc 
quarterly, and we cannot but notice from year to year — in 
■some institutions no doubt more perceptibly than in others — 
progressive improvements in their organization ; better furniture 
continues to be .supplied to them, and more attention paid to 
homely ornamentation as well as to means of amusement "within 
iuid out of doors. A very liberal dietary — save in two establish- 
ments, to an amelioration of which by an increased allowance of 
animal food "we have suggested the expediency — is afforded. The 
patients, as a rule, are suitably clad, while the apartments occu- 
])ied by them, dormitories, corridors, and day-rooms are maintained 
"'vith an increased regard to neatness, order, and good ventilation ; 
hut what is more .satisfactory, we are enabled to bear a willing, 
because deserved testimony, to the prevailing humanity of the 
subordinate staffs, members of which, in some in,stances, are not 
adequately rejuunerated for the unceasing duties that devolve on 
them.

legitimate oomplemcnt. To obviate as fai- as possible consequen 
inconvemences,. we have not failed to bring imder notice ofT 
Government and of Local Authorities, the expediency of an i - 

creased provision for the classes in question; and it may he 
added, to a considerable extent, with useful results. At m-Liit 
additions are in process of ooiistruotioii ; some nearly oompleted 
at Cork for 250 patients; at Killarnoy, similarly, for 120 at 
Waterford for _ip, with extensive out-offices, refectory, chapel • 
and at Limerick for, 150, with a Turldsh Bath, new kitchen’ 
laundries and spacious day rpoms; at MuDingar for 60 hospital- 
beds. besides minor and less expensive .works, in other asylum, s. 
Last year walls along the high-roads adjoining the boroucrli 
suburbs at Belfast were undertaken for the purpose of enclosmo- 
A lecent land purchase, while a well-devised protection a^ahist 
hre, by a senes of hydrants, has been just ellected throughout 
safeguards, highly advisable in large mblic 
cstabhshmeu^s are above all, urgently required in lunatic insti- 
tutions, a fact to which Boards of Governors are now fully alive. 

At Armagh, an extension to contain 120 inmates, with a chapel, 
reoreation-hall, and other adjuncts, is about to be commenced, the 
probable cost whereof, when fit for occupation, including the pur- 
^jacent to the premises, may be estimated at 
about ^0,000 At Do wn the enlargement of the original farm by 
an addition of 50 acres has been ratified by an order in oonnoU, and 
ne arrangements perfected ; the annexation of land around public 
asy urns in ;the proportion of an acre to every five or six patients 
cannot but be considered as. highly advantageous— beneficial to 
the inmates from the faefiities afforded for out-door employment, 
pMUaps the most curative of remedies, and the exhilirating 
influence, over both .sexes alike, of an ample and open space for 
exercise as well as eoonoiuioal from the value of impaid labour 
on them. ■

Analysis of

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In many localities these institutions have so muoh increased in size Introdi u- 
that the extent of their farms is disproportionately small ; as at 
Cork, where the accommodation is being raised from, ,500 to 750 
beds;- at KiEarney from 240 to 360; at Limerick .from 250 to 
420, and similarly elsewhere. If it po.ssibly can he effected, more 
ground ought to be pi'ooured to meet growing requirernents. 

But while gratified at the generally favourable state of our Lonclomierr.i- 
])uhlic asylums, wo cannot avoid expressing regret at the un- .Vsvium. 
satisfactory condition of Londonderry district in respect to its 
insane poor, one not altogether creditable to .such a wealthy and 
enlightened locality. On different occasions the advisability of 
erecting a new asylum was brought by us before the Executive, 
our effort for years to induce the Board of Governors to take 
action having proved fruitless. Towards the close of 1876, a 
memorial was addressed to Government by the county at lai-ge, 
iafui'theranee of the object, when an order in council was prepared 
for the purpose but not carried into effect — in consequence of 
disagreements among the gentry and rate-payers — one party being 
deskoiis to have the institution close to the city of Derry, another 
fourteen miles distant, near Coleraine, subsequently a sort of com- 
promise was proposed by the employment ofpoor houses as slibsi- 
diary hospitals for the treatment of lunacy ; but, as might have been 
expected, the result was not a success. The asylum built nearly 
fifty years ago for 1X2 patients contains at present 260; so over- 
crowded is it that as many as from eight to nine beds are to he 
found in dormitories scarcely calculated for five. There is nothing- 
like adequate day-room provision, the kitchen and laundry, for the 
use between sane and insane of 320 inmates, have, respectively, .not 
more than eighteen feet square of superficial area; there is in > 
available space for structural enlargements, there is no infirmary, 
no refectory, no chapel, no suitable out-offices of any kind, no space 
for airing yards, in a word, it has no recuperative power,, arid such 
heing the case, ought to he replaced by one erected on a well- 
adapted and open site of from forty to fifty acres. ."We can 
discover no reasonable excuse why the Londonderry district with 
its 170,000 inhabitants and a rateable income of nearly £400,000 
a year, should not provide an adequate accommodation for its 
insane poor. Waterford, with a population a thirtl less, arid, on 
a rateable income of £320,000, has already expended nearly 
£42,000 on its asylum. The county of Mayo, having 240,000 
inhabitants, and only £310,000 a year, expended £38,000 on 
its asylum. Similarly, Kerry, in the extrema . . -south, with 
a rateable annual property limited to £286,000, , has inourr-ed 
liabilities approaching £50,000 to secure a provision fer tlic 
lunatics of the district. No doubt economy is praiseworthy, 
but it should not supersede social obligations, and the less so 
perhaps in the present case, as an outlay of about thirty thousand 
pounds in addition to the 'marketable value of the existing, pre- 
mises, and of the desirable lands lying in close proximity toithe 
city, would be sufficierit for the acquisition ’ of a site and farm ot 
from forty to -fifty acres, a mile or two distant from the suburbs, 
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■ as well as for the evoction of a stracture for 320 patients replete 
Avith modern improvements. ’ ’ ‘ 

There is a second northern district in -which there is a dearth 
of lunatic accommodation, hut by no means like to that in 
Londonderry. The county of Antrim, including the rapidly 
progimsing borough of Belfast, contains a population of 410 000 
with, fortunately for itself, an annual property under Poor Law- 
Valuation of nearly a million and a quarter. The asylum of the 
district is occupied by 440 patients, -with an excess of admissions 
from one year to another so great that it is now over-crowded 
by SO beds, space for -which has been principally obtained by 
the conversion of -workshops and other rooms from their primitive 
objects into dormitories; the' infirmary pro-vision is very limited 
and badly circumstanced, so much so that as a security against 
contagious and febrile epidemics, cases were recently sent out to 
the union hospital. 

In consequence of a want of suitable day-rooms no proper 
classification can be effected ; as many as a hundred-and-twenty 
males being congregated hi the one apartment. With three chap- 
lains and three congregations there is no place of worship for 
any one pei-suasion. The out-offices are too small and confined for 
the large number of residents in the establishment. It had been 
proposed to eliminate chronic and hopeless oases by transferrin" 
them to workhouses, but the project does not seem to find 
favour locally ; on the contrary, while very fe-w; have been so 
dispo.sed of there has been for some time past a marked influx 
from unions, Under the preceding circumstances we are of 
opinion the wisest course for adoption would befound'in erectiii" 
an asylum to hold 260 beds fortlie county Antrim itself, in aceiitral 
position,— Belfast being on the confines. The Board of Governors 
otherwise deeply interested in the -well-being of the insane of 
the district, would most probably, in the first instance, raise 
objections to the proposition on the score of expenditure not 
altogether a just criterion when ulterior and lasting benefits 
are attainable. 

We have been induced to dwell thus fully on the subject of 
accommodation inasmuch as in a communication from the late 
Chief Secretary we were requested, when compiling each Annual 
Barhamentary Report, to advert not only to general deductions 
ma-wu from statistics, but to faults or deficiencies, which, as 
Heads of an Important Public Department, we might deem it 
advisable to bring under the notice of Government. 

Before adverting in detail to the last audited expenditure, or 
that for 1873, on the twenty-two district asylums of this country, 
the audit for 1877 being as yet unfinished, it may not be out of 
place to give a brief retrospect of the total cost of these institutions 
from the earliest date of their establishment to the present time, 
inasmuch as by an Act passed last session a material change has 
been, or rather is in process of being effected, in the mode of 
procuring means, not only for current maintenance, but for 
meeting the outlay incurred either by the erection of new 
institutions or structural additions to the existing. 
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The primitive statute directing the construction of public Iktkow;«- 
asylums for the insane poor of Ireland was passed in 1821 — the 
first and second George iv., cap. S3. By it the Lord-Lieutenant 
in Council was authorized to establish such institutions when and 
where it seemed expedient to him, while for the purpose of 
doing so the more efficiently, eight Commissioners were nominated 
to superintend the execution of all operations connected with them. 

The building of nine asylums, capable of accommodating between Primitive 
them 980 patients, was some years afterwards commenced at 
Armagh, Ballinasloe, Belfast, Carlow, Clonmel, Limerick, London- 
derry, Maryboro’, and Waterford for their respective districts, 
some of them composed of as many as five counties. They were 
not, however, fully occupied before 1835, such was the dislike of 
the humbler classes to the name of mad-houses by which they 
were commonly recognised. In 1836, the Board of Works assumed 
the duties of the Commissioners, who had retired, and continued 
to act up to 1861, when by the 18 and 19 Vic., cap. 109, two 
members of the Board, including the Chairman, and the two In- 
spectors of Lunatics, were appointed Commissioners of General 
Control and Correspondence, a.nd have now been in office seventeen 
years. The Act 1 and 2 G. IV. confen-ed oh the Lord Lieutenant 
in Council unlimited power, not only to obtain from the consoli- 
dated funds moneys necessary for the establishment of public asy- 
lums, but to apportion the repayment of them in such modes and 
over such periods as he might think advisable, and by a subsequent 
statute he was authorised to direct that a sum not to exceed ten 
thousand pounds should be advanced quarterly to any one asylum 
forits support, an amount which has never been required, thelargest 
so obtained being at the Bichmond or Metropolitan for £8,000. 

Advances whether made for buildings, furniture, the purchase of 
land, or current maintenance, bore no interest whatever. The 
liquidation of the former extended over fourteen years, of the 
latter to twelve months, both by grand jury presentments. 

It is needless to go into a minute detail of the various loans 
obtained from time to time, dating from 1827, the vast pro- 
portion of which has been already refunded, and the remainder in 
process of repa 3 onent. Suffice it to say that the sum expended on 
the establishment proper of district asylums, and the purchase of 
land attached to them, may be set down in round numbers up to 
the close of last year at a million two hundred and fifty thousand, 
of which the original Commissioners spent 210,000, the Board of 
Works 390,000, and the present Commissioners of Control 486,000 
independent of works now in operation £90,000, but inclusive of 
works not as yet brought under repayment.

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iit Somerset House. For tbe past eight years tliese aoeounts have Ixtkoduc- ■ 
been scrutinized at each institution by the auditors of the Local 
Government Board ; their examination of them, according to the 
amount of expenditure, occupying from three to ten, or more days. 

The total sum within the period mentioned, reached £l,55'.5,9o9 
1.0s. 6d; and we can adduce no more convincing proof ofthesatis fac- 
toryworking of Irish district asylums — of the attention bestowed 
on their fiscal management, than that the strict and impartial 
investigators into aU the particulars connected with their 
general and incidental expenditure, s, have not deemed it nece,ssary 
to enforce the payment of a single disallowance ; minor irregu- 
larities, admitting of explanation, may have occurred, or over- 
sights speedily amended; hut we may add that the reports 
.submitted to us by the auditor’s under the Act are, without 
exception, highly favorable. 

In the twelvemonth terminating on the 31st December, 1876, Outlay, 
the total outlaj-, as audited, was £192,263 15s. cd. On the 
Lstof January, same year, there was a balance to the credit of 
asylums of £33,7-30 ISs. 5d.; a sum of £106,615 Ss. lOti. was 
advanced from the Paymaster-General; the Treasury rate in aid 
was £77,907 ; £3,366 14s. lid. was received from friends of pay- 
ing patients, and £4,377 16s. 3d. from miscellaneous sources. 

A balance of £33,692 3s. was consequently left available on the first 
day of January, 1877. Two sums — ^(£1 and 12, s. Gd.) would appear 
to be the only accounts not passed— ^tlie former being paid at a 
raffle for a musical instrument, if gained, intended for the patients’ 
band ; the latter income tax on apartments — both, when objected 
to, reimbursed by a resident medical superintendent. 

On comparing the average cost per patient in all asylums in Aveiage Cost, 
the two years last audited, there is a difference of only 8d. ; a 
circumstance displaying a remarkable uniformity of expenditure, 
and a fixed system of management. Although, no doubt, owing 
to incidental circumstances, one institution may be dearer than 
another. Abstracting the rate in aid £10 8a, from £24 13s.'8d., 

£14 5s. 8d. would represent the charge on the rates for 
every lunatic in an Irish asylum during the whole of 1876;’ a 
sum we apprehend scai'oely greater (aU charges included), than that 
necessary for supporting the inmates of a union workhouse 
infirmary. 

Before concluding this portion of our report, we would venture Co.iciusion. 
to observe that if the utility of public lunatic institutions be 
estimated by results, the District Asylums of Ireland, 'tested by 
the number of cure's 'effected in them, by their average low 
mortality, by their immunity from the reourrenoe of fatal or 
serious accidents, one solitary suicide being the only untoward 
occuvrehde that took place within the year in a floating popula- 
tion of over ten thousand inmate, s, a large portion of whom were 
admitted as dangerous to . themsel'ves or others, as vvell as . by 
their uniform humane and economic management, may fairly 
compete with the best regulated of kindred establishments in 
other countries. ' ... 
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WORKHOUSES. 


Ill previous Reports we have so fully expressed our sentiments 
with reference to the unsuitability of Workhonse.s to the C ! 
ment of Lunate that we should only repeat ourselves did we 
dv\^ell at any length on the subject at present ; and we feel the 
leas dispo.se<l to do so, as a Oommiasioii of Inquiry wa.s apnointed 
towards the close ol last session of Parliament to visR these 
Institutions. We may, however, succinctly advert to opinions 
which, alreadj^ expressed by us, have been corroborated bv -i 
groww experience and more studied observations. At all tiilies 
as places in which oases of acute, dangerous, or complicated 
insanity could be treated, we have been totally adverse to them 
regarding such receptacles as calculated, from theii- want of 
proper organization, attendants and appliances of management 
as more calculated to fix than to alleviate mental disorders ini 
matter how inteUigent the physicians attached to them’ or 
however benevolently incllued the non-professional superintend- 
ents In the absence of Asylum accommodation. Workhouses have 
doubtless proved most beneficial to many of the insane olas.s 
by attordlug a certain refuge and a safeguard against personal 
danger particularly to the idiotic, the epileptic, and utterlv 
demented of the pauper comuumity. In some Unions a verv 
praiseworthy attention has been paid to their requirements- and 
indeed though exceptional instances here and there present 
themselves, -we feel bound to notice progressive alterations for 
the better with respect to food, apparel, cleanliness, and even 
employment. 

Dispersed as Poorhouses from their number— namely, 163- 
must be over the face of the kingdom; and in many instance.s 
lemoteirom Asylums, they cannot but be considered as useful 
trom the ancillavy, however indifferent as,sistanoe they afford to 
lunatio requirements. The que.stion, lio-wever, arises, can that 
assistance be altered or increa.sed, and how far, acting on the one 
hand m a spirit of generous philanthropliy towards the afflicted 
themselves, and on tlie other with a due regard to the public rates, 
can new arrangements in the location of their insane residents 
• vfr adopted? Of the 3,372 mentally affected 

m Workhouses on the 1st of the present year, 1,920, or nearly 
one-thu-d were of the idiotic class, and 210 lunatics labouring 
1910 so far hopele.ss case,s. As to the remaining 

1,210, the great majority afforded very slender chances of im° 
piovement, owing to age and physical infirmities, many of them, 

It may be added, having been resident therein for 20 and even 
0 oO years, w e have no definite means of forming an 
opiiiion as to the proportion that might ultimately he improved by 
Asylum treatment, no case-books being kept in Unions, supply- 
ing information of their previous history and symptoms. Rut 
were we to judge from our own observation, we should conclude 
that one in every 25 would he an outside calculation. Whenever 
such hopefffl cases come before u,s, we have the individuals 
transterred to their proper District Asylum. 
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With respect to the distribution of the Insane generally Wokkhocsbs. 
throughout Workhouses the greatest diversity prevails, for were 
they equally divided, each would contain twenty-one of the tjniM 
mimber' whereas in some there are to be found from a hundred Distribution, 
to two hundred, in others an average of from forty to sixty, 
and in many they range only from four to ten ; in fact, twelve 
Poorhouses contain among them more than a third of the 3,372 
just adverted to. Taking the Union distribution of Lunatics 
from another point of view, or as it immediately concerns the 
22 Asylum Districts of Ireland, a like variation exists. In the 
Metropolitan or Richmond District there are located in the 
Workhouses, belonging to it, 528. In the Cork, 352. In the 
Ballinasloe, containing the counties of Galway and Roscommon, the 
superficial area of which is greater by 300,000 acres than that of 
Cork, there are 162, and in the Kerry District, only a third less in 
extent, there are but 35. In the Belfast, 338 ; Londonderry, 85. 

In the Armagh, 54. In the Omagh, comprising 2 counties, 

(Tyrone and Fermanagh) 87. Further, it should be borne in mind 
that in some districts — Mayo, Cork, Killarney — Poorhouses are 
distant from their A.sylums from 50 to 80 mUes. 

With the above facts before us, it will require much considera- 
tion as to how an amendment can be best secured in the general 
management of Poorhouse inmates, labouring under mental dis- 
ease. 

So far back as 1857, and some years prior to the erection of Eetrospectire 
the intermediate establishments of Leveson and Cateram, near obaerrattons. 
London, we expressed opinions, from which we have since dis- 
covered no reason to depart ; and to the effect ; — 

“ That the most suitable place for every demented person, lunatic or 
“ idiot, dangerous or inoffensive, is an Institution devoted to the care of 
“the Insane, under the management of experienced attendants well 
“ acquainted with the treatment of mental disease in every form.” 

And further — 

“ That the question was deserving the considerations of the Executive 
“ of how far the separation of the insane from the sane would ensure 
“ to the former more care and comfort than they can possibly enjoy in 
“ ordinary Workhouses. By the erection of distinct auxiliary buildings, 

“ a desirable object would be obtained, as on the removal of many chronic 
“and incurable inmates, occupying a great deal of valuable room in 
“ several Distinct Asylums, the latter could be more beneficially devoted to 
“ recent or acute cases of lunacy, and then efficiently serve as hospitals 
“for the em'e of insanity instead of being mere receptacles for the safe- 
“ keeping and maintenance of hopeless. patients." 

The Commission of Inquiry into the feasibility of amalgamating Cormntoiou of 
Unions, whereby some Worlchonses might possibly be rendered 
available for other than their primitive object, has not as yet 
reported, so far then the transferiing of an unoccupied Work- 
house to the Lunatic Department in each Asylum District, should 
the Local Government Board sanction the procedure, must 
remaiu in abeyance.

“ The moral condition of the inmates has been satmfactory duruig the 
year; seclusion has rai’oly been necessary, .and mecbanical restraint has 
only been used in the case of a single iemale patient who is subject to 
periodical outbursts of frenzy of a dangerous character and continuing 
for several days ; during such periods it becomes necessary to restraui 
her when not in seclusion, which I consider it undesirable to maintain 
rigidly for any lengthened penod. 

“ The visits of the extern officers have been regular, and their attentions 
valuable, in pai'ticular thoso of my colleague, Dr. Hughes, the Visiting 
Pliysiciau, who has at all times aiforded me valuable aid and advice. 

“ I am happy to be able to roimt in highly favourable terms of the 
moral conduct of the staff of attendants. I regret to have to I'oport 
that the water supply of tho Asylum is still of the most defective 
character. "We ai-e wholly dependent upon our own pumps for all the 
water required for use ; and these pumps have to be worked by the 
constant hand-labour of tho patients. 

“ The repaii’S which have been required by these pumps have 
tinfoitimately been exceptionally frequent, and the consequent operations 
very uuich prolonged during the past year. The Board of "Works has 
on every occasion been most prompt and energetic in its attention ^ to 
such repairs, but it is not in its power to prevent breakages in pumping 
machinery, nor to meet the requirements of the house from want of 
■^ater. In a building which is at once a State prison and an asylum it 
is a matter of necessity that the windows should be closely bar*red to 
pi’Gvent escapes; but in consequence should a fire occur, say in the rgof^ 
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water to the Asylum, by pipes laid across the mtcrveiiing jn-oin/s are 
not such as the Treasui-y could reasonably be asked to sanction 
Aware, as I am, however, that this question of our water sunnly is 
receiving the most anxious consideration of the Board ofWorks I hone 
that ere long some means may be devised whereby the deficiency ’may be 
remedied. I undoratand, however, that a serious difficulty is presented 
by the quffition of the pressure obtainable from the Corporation 
reservoir at StiUorgan. ^ ™ 

“The Board of Works have recently put up a complete system of 
hot-water pipes within the Asylum, which will afford a constant supply 
and prove of very great ntility hi oui- domestic arrangements. 

Some portion of the external walls has been repointed to keep out 
damp, but we stiU find that the damp pienetrateB at various other 
places during wet weather.

As regards the management of these institutes, it has been on 
the whole satisfactory— many of them being conducted, with 
ue a ontion to the comfort of the patients, are not inferior to 
similar establishments elsewhere, in neatness, order, and facilities 
tor amupments. as wpll as in and outdoor occupations. Three or 
our ceitainly stood in need of improvement, the necessity of 
ich we did not fail to imiiress on the proprietors. They were 
IM . however, in such a condition as to justify an interruption of 
he license under which they were kept up, for though defieient in 
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their interior arrangements, allowance should be made, not only 
for moderate stipends, but not unfrequently irregularities and 
delays in the payments of them by the friends of the insane. 

In no instance have we had reason to find fault with the 
treatment of patients by the owners of private licensed houses 
—in fact, if any blame is attributable in their regard, it should 
bo put down more to the neglect of relatives than to any other 
cause. The admissions into the 22 private asylums of this 
country, in 1877, amounted to 174 — 78 males, 96 females ; the 
discharges to 134— of whom 75 were cured, namety, 37 males 
and 38 females, and 45 improved — 13 males and 32 females, a 
very favourable return ; 7 of each sex wei-e discharged incurable ; 
46, or 29 males and 17 females died from natural causes, one from 
suicide, a lady who surreptitiously obtained a Icnife, and with it 
severed the deep blood-vessels of the neck, dying instantaneously. 
A coroner’s inquest acquitted the household of all blame. One 
gentleman escaped. There remained consequently under treat- 
ment on 31st last Deo. 249 males and 387 females.

It is gratifying to state we had no occasion to find fault for any Conaition. 
non-compliance with the provisions of the statute in respect to 
admissions or detentions ; while no complaints have been com- 
municated officially, by letter or personally, to us, for harsh or . 
inconsiderate behaviour of the proprietors or domestic attendants 
in their employment. F our of these private institutions continue 
exempt from the obligations of taking out licenses, being on 
charitable foundations, namely — Swift’s Hospital; the Eetreat for 
females belonging to a religious and charitable community ; 
Bloomfield Retreat, under the management of the Society of 
Friends; and Lucan-Spa, established in 1869 for the education 
and treatment of idotic and imbecile children. The last named 


has made much way ■ under very discouraging circumstances, 
ovdng principally to a want of suitable accommodation within 
doors, and outside, of grounds for omployanent and exercise. 

Five years ago, the board of management, actuated by most Lucan Asylum, 
philanthropic motives, risked a heavy expenditure and without 
much available means at its disposal, and has now, through 
private contributions, but not as yet equal to liabilities, erected 
a very spacious and imposing structure, capable to contain 240 beds, 
and replete with modem improvements on an open and cheerful 
site of about 30 acres, a few miles distant from tlie city. 

It is to.be hoped that an establishment of such worthiness, will 
he supported by liberal donations. 

In conclusion, we respectfully place before your Grace the 
foregoing Report, in the varied appendiee,s l;o which, will be found 
in detail the usual statistical information.
